Extracts  from  tlie  I^ast  Will  and  Testament  of 
Benjamin  Pelton",  of  Hopewell,  Hunterdon  (now 
Mercer)  Co.,  N.  J.,  dated  September  30,  1775: 

'■■  ^'  ■"'■  Imprimis  my  will  and  order  is  that  all 
m.y  just  debts  and  funeral  charges  be  paid  off  and 
discharged  as  soon  after  my  decease  as  conveniently 
may  be  by  my  Executors  hereinafter  named. 

Item.  1  give  and  bequeath  unto  my  grandson 
Philip  Pelton  (Philip's  son)  v/hom  1  deem  to  be  m,y 
heir  at  law,  the  sum  of  five  pounds,  proclamation 
money,  to  be  paid  him  by  my  Executors  hereinafter 
mentioned.  Item.  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  my 
beloved  vvafe  Keziah  the  use  of  one  room  ipi  my  house 
wherein  I  now  live  such  as  she  shall  choose  and  the 
privilege  of  the  cellar,  one  bed  and  furniture  for  a 
room,  also  her  choice  of  two  cows,  to  her  heirs  and 
assigns  forever;  furthermore  I  give  and  bequeath 
unto  my  said  wife  the  use  of  the  eastern  part  of  my 
plantation  whereon  i  now  live,  to  be  divided  from 
the  western  part  in  the  following  manner  (to  v.'it).

Lastly,    J    do   hereby 
nominate,  constitute  and  appoint  my  trusty  friends, 
Adam  Agar*  of  Hopewell  and  Andrew  Wilson  of

Benjamin  Pelton  (page  542).  in  liopewell,  N.  J., 
purchase  of  lands,  dates,  etc. 

Hopewell  Township,  Mercer  Co.,  N.  J.,  was  formed 
out  of  a  tract  of  30,000  acres  of  land,""'  l^'ing  above 
the  "Falls  of  I3elaware."  This  tract, by  the  division 
of  West  Jersey  among  the  proprietoj's,  fell  to  the  lot 
of  Thomcis  Salter  and  Edv»ard  Billinge.  who,  October 
20,  16S5,  sold  it  to  Dr.  Daniel  Coxe,  of  London.  He, 
after  ruling  as  governor  of  West  Jersey,  from  1687 
to  1690,  sold  his  right  of  government  to  a  company 
of  proprietors,  known  as  the  West  Jersey  Society, 
for  /"a, 000  sterling. 

The)',  through  Thomas  Rcvell,  sold  various  par- 
cels of  land  from  this  tract,  and  he  gave  titles  thereto 
that  years  after  were  cliallenged  by  representatives 
of  Dr.  Coxe.  In  1731  fifty  prominent  Hopewell  men 
combined  to  defend  a  suit  brought  to  test  the  validity 
of  these  titles.  This  suit  was  decided  against  the  hold- 
ers  of  them.  One  of  the  fifty  was  John  Reed,  who,  in 
I  722,  held  240  acres  of  this  land.  He  refused  to  pay 
for  his  land  the  second  time  and  left  it.  Tradition 
says  it  was  bought  by  Benjamin  Pelton. 

At  what  date  tliis  occurred  is  at  present  unknown, 
but  it  was  probably  after  i  738,  as  a  list  of  the  voters 
of  Hopewell  of  that  date  does  not  contain  the  name 
of  Benjamin  Pelton.      However,  it  v.as  probably  not 

*  A  portion  of  Hopev/ell,  in  1720,  was  set  ofl"  to  Trenton. 
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long  after  this,  as  in  a  tax  list  of  Hopewell  township, 
dated  June  26,  1753,  the  name  of  Benjamin  Pelton 
appears  among'  the  largest  tax-payers. 

On  May  5,  i  756,  he  bought  283  acres  of  the  30,000- 
acrc  tract,  and  received  a  deed  therefor  signed  by 
William  Coxe,  Richard  Salter  and  Robert  Lettis  (or 
Lettice)  Hooper, ''"  as  is  shown  by  a  dcedf  in  the  pos- 
session of  los.  B.  Horn,  who  now  (1S93)  owns  and 
occupies  all  of  the  2S3  acres,  "  lying  v.'est  of  the  Great 
Road,"  sold,  as  ?,Ir.  Pelton  directed  iii  his  will,  by 
Adam  Ege,  executor  tliereof,  to  Charles  Saxton  (or 
Sexton),  husband  of  Elizabeth  Pelton. 

Pl  would  thus  seem  that  I\ir.  Pelton  must  have 
owned  523  acres  of  land,  as  good  as  can  be  found  in 
Nev/  Jersey,  or,  perhaps,  in  the  United  States,  and 
in  a  region  01  country  unsurpassed  for  V:)eauty  of 
scenery  or  healthfulness  of  climate. 

Note.  —  On  August  15,  16,  1893,  as  the  guest  of 
Ralph  Ege,  Esq.,  of  Hopewell,  a  well-known,  diligent 
collector  of  hjistorical  and  oenealoo-ical  facts  and  tra- 
ditions  of  Mercer  county,  1  visited  Plopewell  tov.-n- 
ship,  and  Avith  him  many  of  its  points  of  historical 
interest.  P^specially  we  visited  the  Pell  on  homestead, 
and  also  the  "  Hunt  burxina  crround,"  Vvdiere  it  is 
supposed  Benjamin  Pelron  and  family  were  buried. 
Idiis  we  carefully  searched  for  inscriptions  and  dates, 
but  found  nothing  relatine  to  the  Pelton  family. 

The  ground  is  large  and  filled  with  representatives 
of  the  families  of  a  laree  neiohborhood.  IMany  of 
the  oraves  are  unmarked.     Of  others  the  stones  have

fallen  and  their  inscriptions  been  obliterated  by  the 
storms  of  nearly  two  centuries.

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Among  the  graves  of  the  Hunt  family  we  found 
that  of  Wilson  Price  Hunt,  wlio,  in  1810--1S12,  led 
the  land  division  of  John  Jacob  Astor's  expedition 
across  the  continent  to  establish  the  fur  trade  on  the 
Pacific  slope.

Get- 
ting such  education  as  he  could  at 
Madrid,  Phillips,  New  Sharon  and 
Farmington,  Me,,  he  devoted  himself 
to  the  "free  public  school,  and  early 
began  teaching.  Intending  to  be  the 
apostle  of  free  schools  upon  the  Pacific 
slope,  he  studied  as  he  taught.  ^  When 
the  news  was  received  of  the  discovery 
of  gold  at  Sutter's  Sawmill  in  California, 
he 'was  principal  of  Phillips  Free  School 
in  Andover,  and  a  student  In  Pliillips 
Academy.      Mis  term  at  the  free  school 
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ended,  he  determined  to  go  at  once  to 
California.  Furnished  by  friends  with 
funds  and  an  abundant  supply  of  books, 
maps  and  globes,  by  Prof.  Cale  Pelton 
with  a  set  of  outline  maps,  and  by  Hon. 
D.  F.  Whittemore  with  a  library,  he,  with 
his  newly  married  wife  and  two  hundred 
and  ten  other  passengers,  set  sail  in  the 
old  ship  jVcit' Jersey,  i^om  Bostori,  for  San 
Francisco  where,  after  many  delays, 
they  arrived  about  October,  1849,  ^^^• 
Pelton  with  one  dollar  and  a  half  in  his 
pocket,  which  was  spent  for  passage  to 
the  shore.  Safe  on  shore,  good  business 
manacrenient  in  the  course  of  two  or  two 
and  a  half  months  iiiade  him  the  happ)' 
possessor  of  four  or  five  hundred  dollars. 
Then  he  began  agitating  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  his  proposed  free  school. 
A  notice  in  the  Daily  Pacific  News 
December  3,  1849,  ^^^^  3.  free  public 
school  would  commence  on  December 
26th  instant,  in  the  Baptist  Church  on 
Washington  street;  all  of  which  oc- 
curred, Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pelton  being  the 
teachers.  Thus  began  the  public  school 
system  of  San  Francisco.  On  March  28, 
1850,  the  school  v/as  adopted  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  city  fathers,  v/hich  resolution 
or  resolutions  also  named  a  salary  for  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Pelton,  to  begin  on  April  first 
next.  After  the  establishment  of  other 
schools,  Mr.  Pelton  was  elected  the 
first  vSuperintendent  of  Schools  in  San 
Francisco,    county  and    city.      Pie  was 
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again  elected  Superintendent  of  Public 
Schools  in  1865.  He  was  a  trustee  of 
the  first  State  Reform  School  and  its 
first  superintendent.  Afterward  he  v/as 
superintendent  of  the  Industrial  School 
of  San  Francisco,  which  position  he 
took,  after  much  persuasion,  in  1869. 
Here,  after  some  three  years'  service 
and  while  the  institution  was  in  a  state 
of  successful  usefulness,  his  health  failed, 
from  excessive  care  and  mental  strain. 
A  fall  from  a  carriage  upon  liis  head 
and  slioulders  novv'  completely  disabled 
him  and  laid  him  up  for  a  long*  time. 
Partially  recovered,  he,  broken  in  health 
and  fortune,  went  to  southern  California 
in  hopes  of  at  least  measurabl}'  recover- 
ing both.  Settled  in  San  Diego  he,  in 
the  course  of  yecirs,  again  made  a  com- 
petence, v.dilch  was  again  lost  through 
the  great  fall  of  real  estate  in  southern 
California.  He  now,  1893,  resides  with 
his  family  in  Redwood  City,  Cal.  (for 
his  second  marriage,  see  p.  612),  and  is 
engaged  in  literary  pursuits.  See  his 
"  Life's  Sunbeams  and  Shadows,"  and 
other  coming  works.  For  his  public 
career,  see  the  public  records  of  San 
Francisco.  All  honor  to  the  man  v.'ho 
left  New  England  and  planted  her  public 
free  school  system  within  the  Golden 
Gate.
